TALKS to sort out 
mackerel problems in the 
south-west, due to take 
place at the Ministry in 
London on Tuesday, were 
called off.

THERE WAS a dramatic turn 
last week in the long saga of the 
Peterhead trawler Siluer Lining 
when she was arrested and 
prevented from sailing to Devon. 
The vessel was on the point of 
setting off for the Bideford 
Shipyard to he lengthened and 
improvements made to her 
stability when five writs wore 
pinned to the most. 

Earlier in (he week the chairman nf the 
Herring Industry Board. Dr. W. J. Lynn 
Denn, told the Scottish press that (he 
costs nf hringing the vessel up tn inter- 
national stability standards — cRO.unn — 
would have tn be Imrne by rhe owners. 

After the writs had been served Dr. 
Lynn Dean said that he had no statement 
to make. "The matter was now in the 
hands of the Courts of Justice." 

A skipper and two engineers sent from 
the Bidefnrd Shipyard tn collect the vessel 
were advised by a representative of the 
HIB to gn honie. At Bidefnrd shipyard, a 
spokesman said he understood that work 
on the vessel was to be paid for by the 
HIB. 

A Peterhead firm, A. F. Engineering 
(Scotland) Ltd., which was overhauling 
the boat’s engine in preparation for her 
voyage, was instructed by the HIB to dis- 
continue the work. 

The boat was arrested on Thursday 
afternoon last week when five writs, all 
from Peterhead businessmen, were taped 
to her mast. Involving between £2,000 and 
£3,000, the writs were served by the 
Sherriff Officer at Aberdeen, Robert Dick, 
against the “sole or part owners" of Silver 
Lining, Peter Johnstone, Port Seton and

The writs instruct that .Si/ivr Lining, 
together with her “ finals hunts, furniture 
and apparelling, all to remain in 
Peterhead hurbnnr under sure fence and 
arreslrnctit . . .’* 

The writs are for work dune to the boat 
and the pursuers are A. and J. Buchan, 
Ship's Carpenters, 21 Harhnur Street; T. 
S. Buchan, plumber, 65 Broad Street; 
Ronald flordnn, furnisher, 22 Broad 
Street: Northern Engineering Works, 22 
Seagate; nnd Alex Stephen, painter, 
Seagate. 

William Keith, works manager of A. F. 
Engineering (Scotland) Ltd., told Fishing 
News that nis firpi had also issued a writ, 
involving about £5,000, on Silver Lining 
about six months ago. He said the firm's 
solicitors are negotiating with the HIB's 
solicitors in order to receive payment, but 
no settlement has yet been reached. 

Mr. Keith added that the HIB had ask- 
ed A. F. Engineering to overhaul Siluer 
Lining's machinery last week so that she 
could sail to Bideford under her own 
power.

TRADE EXHIBITIONS are usually a fair in- 
dication of the state of an industry. With the 
present depressed atmosphere in fishing, many 
people are Beginning to wonder how it has come 
about that there are two shows lined up for 
Scotland this year. 

Even in better days, a national show every 
other year -was all that could be managed. Yet, 
now, we have two exhibitions going ahead in 
one region — at Aberdeen and Ayr. 

How has this situation come about? 

Late last year, It was understood that 
Commercial Exhibitions and Publications had 
decided not to stage the Scottish National 
Fisheries Exhibition, which had established a 
large following since it started In 1970. 

After the successful Catch ’75 Bhow in Devon 
last year, Eagle Exhibitions decided to fill what 
appeared to be an exhibition void in Scotland by 
putting on a show at Aberdeen. Commercial Ex- 
hibitions followed up by announcing an exhibi- 
tion at Ayr. 

With the majority of firms supplying gear and 
services to fishing now operating on a limited 
budget, they are being forced into a decision of 
whether to go west to Ayr or east to Aberdeen. 

Although Ayr is not a major fishing centre, 
the organisers of this show are hoping to attract 
fishermen from across the Irish Sea and ex- 
hibitors will be looking to cash-ln on one of the 
few buoyant markets left in fishing. Whether 
the Scottish west coast herring fishermen will 
lay up their boats and miss their nightly quota 
limit remains to be seen.

TAX TROUBLES 
HALT REDCAR 


FISHERMEN at Red- 
car are no longer able 
to get their cobles into 
the sea because of a tax 
problem. Fishing boats 
are now stuck in oar 
parks and on the 
seafront. 

Since 1949 cobles have 
been towed by tractors taxed 
on an agricultural basis of 
£0.66 per year. Now, 
fishermen will have to pay 
£144 as their tax should come 
under the heading of 'General 
Haulage Tractors'. 

This was discovered when 
fisherman, Don Stockton, 
was fined EGO for towing his 
cohle Sarah Jane after he 
collided with n parked car on 
the seafront. 

Defence solicitor, David 
Reed, told magistrates in 
Tecsside that fishermen 
should get the snme exemp- 
tion nR farmers because the 
lobsters they land are, in fact, 
livestock. 

Mr. Reed added: 
“Fishermen, like farmers, 
were helping to boost the 
nation's toon intake. Places 
like Whitby have a harbour 
maintained at public expense 
and grants are made 
available to encourage men to 
g» out and farm the seas.” 

There nre over 90 lionls 
operating from Redcar and 
the tax will also hit fishermen 
who operate between Berwick 
and the Humber. 

A spokesman for Redcar 
fishermen snid: "I have 
checked with the tax 
authorities and the position is 
even worse than we expected. 
For tractors over two tons, in- 
stead of paying our normal 
C6.6S, we are now faced with a 
tax of £144.” 

The only cohle to break the 
tax change so far is Daisy 
Ellen: she is operated by 
Skipper Jim Thompson. 

On New Year's Eve mor- 
ning, the coble was moved

Safety checks extensive 


SIR. The article ‘Safety at 
Sea 1 in the January 2, 
1976, issue of Fishing News 
leads me to comment that 
anyone taking a walk 
always enjoys it far 
better if well informed, 
and knows what to look 
for and appreciate. 

Even walking around a fish 
dock has its disadvantages if 
the person concerned is ill in- 
formed. 

Your correspondent Dag 
Pike leaves me in certain dif 
ficulty by not naming the port 
concerned. Therefore, my 
comments must be associated 
with trawlers insured by the 
U.K. TrawlerB Mutual In- 
surance Co. Ltd., particularly 
in the ports of Fleetwood, 
Grimsby and Hull. 

In .1057 the Insurance 
Company became aware of 
tho need for the maintenance, 
testing and standardisation of 
all lilting gear; these stan- 
dards were determined and 
included in tho company 
rules. These standards were 
based on the Factories Act 
Lifting Gear Regulations and 
all gear manufactured to 
British Standard 

specifications. 

: This - means that all lifting

gear is tested before being 
issued for service and a test 
certificate issued. The gear is 
then visually examined 
between each trip and. if 
repairs are required, the gear 
is then re-tested. 

In any case, all gear is 
removed from the vessel at 
the periods laid down in the 
standards and repaired and 
annealed if required and re- 
tested. 

Spares of all lifting gear are 
carried by every vessel, as it 
is in no ones interest to have 
gear failures. The company 
safety officer instigates snot 
checks periodically of lifting 
equipment. 

Over the years the number 
of accidents resulting from 
gear failures has steadily 
declined and, in fact, ac- 
cidents of this kind are 
minimal and are not one of 
our immediate accident 
prevention problems. .. .. 

It seems strange that Mr. 
Pike could only find a 


photograph of a lifebuoy of 
foreign manufacture amf not 


readily acceptable by the 
Department of Trade. ’ 

These iteim are examined 
annually by the Insurance 
Company’s surveyors and bi- 
annually by the DoT sur- 
eveyors and, because 
deterioration on lifebuoys is 
verv rare and always slow, 
defective lifebuoys are almost 
non existent. 

Regarding lifejackets, Mr. 
Pike again expresses his lack 
of knowledge. There are 
many different types of life- 
jackets approved by the 
Department of Trade, in ad- 
dition to the standard jacket, 
but all types produced con- 
form to the requirement of 
the SOLAS convention as far 
as it is practicable to do so. To 
comply with these re- 
quirements without resorting 
to inflation requires the 
jackets to be bulky. 

. Inflatable lifejackets com- 
plying with the DoT and 
SOLAS requirements are 
available and, if used ex- 
clusively on fishing vessels, 
standard jackets are not re- 
quired to be carried ad- 
ditionally.
